Your Special Committee on Rules of the Council beg leave to 
report that we have performed the duty assigned us,.and here- 
with respectfully submit a draft of rules which we trust will 
meet with the approval of the Council. It was, found after a 
_ careful examination of the rules adopted by the~Council of the 
Ninth Legislative Assembly that there was a total lack of sys- 
tematic arrangement, besides several repetitions and some ambi- 
guities. 


In order to remedy these defects it was thought best by the 
committee to revise said rules, which has accordingly been done. 
. The committee has been particularly. careful not to omit any of 
the old rules, although many of them have been re-written, and 
all the rules have been re-arranged and classified under proper 
headings so as to admit of rdady reference. 


Several new and important rules have been added, and it is 
confidently believed by the committee that the new rules in rela- 
tion to the manner of introducing bills and moving the “previous 
question” will be of great service to members who have had but 
little experience in parliamentary practice. The authorities con- 
sulted by the committee in the discharge of these duties have 
been Jefferson’s, Cushing’ S, Robert’s, Manuals of Parliamentary 
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Practice; also Smith’s Parliamentary Rules and the Wisconsin 
“Blue Book.”

To the Honorable Council, Tenth Legislative Assembly : 

GENTLEMEN—A sense af duty compels me to return to the 
Council in which it originated, Council Enrolled Act No. 6, with- 
out my approval. 

The objections to the proposed measure are as follows: 

First—The bill in terms authorizes the issue of preferred stock, 
not only by corporations to be hereafter organized, but also by 
existing corporations. In my opinion, so far as it is attempted to 
authorize existing corporations to issue preferred stock, the bill 
is in violation of that fundamental provision of law, which de- 
clares that no law shall be enacted which impairs the obligation 
of a contract. 

-To my mind nothing can be clearer than when a corporation 
is organized, a contract is entered into between the various sub- 
scribers to the capital stock of the corporation; and it is equally 
clear that the statute in force at the time of the creation of a cor- 
poration is included in and a part of such contract. 

With respect to all corporations which have heretofore been 
organized under the Jaws of this Territory, it has been the un- 
doubted and indisputable right of each share-holder to share 
rateably in the distribution of the profits made by the corporation, 
and this right the respective shareholders of such corporation 
could in proper cases enforce in the courts. 

In section 572 of Taylor’s “Law of Private Corporations” I 
find an extended citation from the opinion of the New York 
Court of Appeals, delivered by Judge Folger, and in what the 
author states to be a leading case on the power of a corporation 
to issue preferred shares; to-wit, the case of Kent vs. Quicksilver 
Mining Co. reported in 78 N. Y., 159 to 179. I may well base 
my opinion and rest the case upon the clearly expressed opinion 
of so eminent a jurist and pure public servant as Judge Folger. 
I quote from the opinion as fully expressing my views, and re- 
spectfully call the attention of the Council to the case. 

“Shares of stock are in the nature of choses in action, and give 
the holder a fixed right in the division of the profits or earnings 
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of a company so long as it exists, and of its effects when it is 
dissolved. That right is as inviolable as 1s any in property, and 
can no more be taken away, or lessened against the will of the 
owner, than can any other right, unless power is reserved in the 
first instance, when it enters into the constitution of the right; or 
is properly derived afterwards from a superior law-giver. The 
certificate of stock is the muniment of the shareholder’s title, and 
evidence of his right. It expresses the contract between the'cor- 
poration and his co-stockholders and himself, and that contract 
cannot, he being unwilling, be taken away from him, or changed 
as to him without his prior dereliction, or under the conditions 
above Stated. Now it is manifest that any action of a corpora- - 
tion which takes hold of the shares of its capital stock already 
sold, and in the hands of lawful owners, and divides them into 
two classes, one of which is thereby given prior right to a re- 
ceipt of a fixed sum from the earnings before the other may have - 
any receipt therefrom, and is given an equal share afterwards 
with the other in what earnings may remain, destroys the equal- 
ity of the shares; takes away a right which originally existed in 
it, and materially varies the effect of the certificate of stock. p- 

It is said that when a corporation can lawfully buy property, 
or get money on loan, any known assurance may be exacted and 
given which does not fall within the prohibition, express or im- 
plied, of some statute; and that is sought to be applied here. 
But the prohibition to such action as this is found, not indeed, in - 
a statute commonly so-called, but in the constitutional provision 
which forbids the impairment of vested rights save for public 
purposes and on due compensation. The right which a stock- 
holder gets on the purchase of his share, and the issue to him of 
the certificate therefor, is such a vested right.” 

I would further cite the Council to Cooley on Constitutional 
Legislation, fifth edition, pages 337 and 346; also to Marawetz 
on Private Corporations, vol. 1, second edition, pages 464 and 
465. After speaking on the subject of issuing preferred shares 
by the consent of all the shareholders, and providing for such 1s- 
sue at the organization of a corporation, the author pointedly 
says: 

“It-has been held that authority to issue preferred shares may 
be conferred by an act of the Legislature amending the charter 
of the corporation. But this doctrine appears to be untenable. 
If the directors of a corporation or the majority of shareholders

have no right to issue preferred shares, because this would be in 
violation of the contract rights of the individual shareholders, the 
Legislature would have no constitutional power to authorize the 
issue òf such shares against the will of any shareholder.” 


In, nearly every case where an opinion has been given that the 
Legislature’may confer the right to a corporation to issued pre- 
ferred stock, when no such right originally existed, it has been 
in cases of public corporations such as railroads, bridge compan- 
ies, etc., which are distinct from private corporations in the sense 
that the public generally are in no wise interested or affected. 
See vol. 2,-second edition of Marawetz, pages 1046, 1060, 1066, 
1097 and 1098. On page 1066 the author says: > 


“Legislative powers extend over all matters of public interest, 
but where the public are not interested, private rights cannot be 
interfered with.” 


Pages 1097 and 1098——“But it was not intended by any res- 
ervation in a charter or a general law to withdraw the Legisla- 
ture of a State from its properly legislative duties, and make it 
the arbiter over private rights. It is not the purpose of a pro- 
vision of this nature to give the Legislature of a State fatherly 
contro] over the affairs of private corporations. The right is re- 
served for the benefit of the public, and can be exercised only for 
. public purposes.” 

Also see American Law: Register, new series, vol. xx, Jan. 
Dec. 1881. 


In closing this point of objection it is proper to say that by 
changing the proposed measure so as to provide that in relation 
to corporations alréady existing preferred shares may be issued 
only with the unanimous consent of the entire body of the stock- 
holders, representing the entire capital stock of the corporation, 
this objéction could be overcome. 


Second—The proposed measure further provides that the pre- 
ferred shares shall be either cumulative or non- -cumulative, as the 
share-holders, three-fourths in number, representing three-fourths 
of the entire capital stock, may elect. 

Under this provision the door is opened wide for the gravest 
wrongs upon the holders of common stock, and it would be a 
very easy matter for a board of directors in sympathy with the 
holders of preferred shares (and such boards are the rule, as ex- 
perience has clearly taught us) to so manipulate the affairs of a 
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corporation as to make the shares of common stock absolutely 
and wholly valueless. Let me illustrate. Suppose preferred 
stock is issued with the provisions contained in the bill under con- 
sideration, paying seven per centum annual dividends, and secur- 
ing to the preferred shareholders the payment of this seven per 


centum upon such preferred shares before any dividend should’ 


be paid upon the common stock. How easy it would be fora 
board of direcotrs mindful only of the interests of the preferred 
shareholders, (and perhaps the directors are all preferred share- 
holders), to declare a dividend for the first year of two per cent., 

the second year three per cent., the third year four per cent., the 
fourth year five per cent., the fifth year six per, cent., and the 
sixth year seven per cent.; there would then be due for the sev- 
enth year of cumulative dividends unpaid in the first five years, 

fifteen per cent.; this added. to the seven per cent. dividends due 
the seventh y year, would make twenty-two per cent. due at the 
close of the seventh year, and which must be paid before one 
fraction of one per cent. shall be allowed to go to the common 
stockholders. This is not an extreme, but a very conservative 
estimate, and the majority of the common stockholders would be 
“frozen out” long before the preferred shareholders had satisfied 
themselves with the cumulative dividends this bill would give 
them. The cumulative provision was perhaps originally 
well intended; but to-day, under the workings of tén years, 
has been converted into one of the most gigantic engines of 
fraud and wrong-doing the world has ever seen. Itis through 
just such provisions that the Goulds and the sages have been 
enabled to ripen and fatten upon the earnings of a confiding 
people, and at the expense of widows and orphans whose few 
dollars were invested, as they thought safely, in the capital stock 
of railroads and other corporations throughout. the United 
State. In my opinion the cumulative character of the stock, if 
allowed at all, should only be for a limited time of say three 
years. 


Third—The proposed measure further provides that in the 
event that any corporation organized under the laws of this Ter- 
ritory shall have already agreed and determined at a meeting of 
its stockholders to issue preferred stock, such action is legalized, 
and it shall only be necessary for it to file the certificate required 
by section r of the Enrolled Act. 


This provision is either wholly and entirely useless, or else 
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some corporation has assumed to authorize the issuance of such 
- preferred shares in the belief that it would be able to’induce the 
present Legislative Assembly to validate its act. : Now, if any 
cor poration organized under the laws of this Teor has at 
any time issued or authorized the issue of preferred stock, it has 
done that which the law did not, in my opinion, except by the 
unanimous consent of all the stockholders, authorize or empower 
it to do. If such be the case it would, in my judgment, be a wise 
practical lesson to teach the offending corporation, that if it over- 
steps the limitations of its Powersa established by law, it does 
so at its peril. 


In this instance, it would be an exceedingly bad precedent to 
establish, that a corporation organized under the laws of Wyo- 
ming Territory may do an unlawful, unauthorized act, and ‘have 
that act validated simply by asking the law-makıng body to do 
SO.
